o fficials 
sho uld be as enthused as the rest o f us. 
The state already has receiv ed endo rsements 
from Leetonia v illage co uncilmen, the Leeto n- 
la Ru ritan Clu b, the Leetonia Bo ard o f Edu­ 
cation. Salem Township tru stees, Salem City 
Cou ncil and the Salem Chamber o f Co mmerj*. 
Su pport of other interested o rganizatio ns cer­ 
tainly won’t hinder the project. 
The cou nty is in dire need of a new east- 
west thorou ghfare, especially one in this *rea 
which will enhance prospects for fu tu re growth 
- indu strially , commercial and res dential. T.ie 
road wou ld re'iev e traffic congestion on ex ist­ 
ing State Rou te 14A, which is now a bottleneck 
for fru strated motorists. 
Area officials are encou raged by the fact 
that state bond fu nds may be secu red to help 
finance the new cou n’y road.

Nixo n an d th e ABM System 


Tn calling for deploy ment of a missile defense 
sv stem to 
protect 
American 
missile 
bases. 
President Nix on is attempting to strike a happy 
mediu m in the antiballistic missile (ABM) con­ 
trov ersy . 
The proposal will ru n into solid congressional 
opposition where the mood is leaning toward 
de-escalation of the arms race throu gh positiv e 
action toward a negotiated accord. 


THE SPIRIT in which the Senate approv ed 
the nu clear nonproliferation treaty is a manifes­ 
tation of the desire to av oid a prolonged nu cle­ 
ar weapons competition that is both costly and 
dangerou s. 
In spelling ou t his "new concept” in missile 
defense, the President said the modified sy stem 
"has been designed so that its defensiv e intent 
is u nmistakable." 
That is hardly a new concept. From the ou t­ 
set of U.S. missile produ ction the gov ernment 
has maintained that thou gh the missiles are of­ 
fensiv e in natu re they were being manu factu red 
as a defense against potential aggressors. 
It has been a m atter of American policy that 
ou r missile stockpile wou ld not be u sed ex cept 
in self defense. 
And althou gh Mr. Nix on said the initial por­ 
tion of the program to deploy Sentinel missiles 
will cost only $8 00 million, he did mention a to- 


ta! price tag of $6 to $7 billion 
Bu t that is only the beginnng Once the pro­ 
gram gets started it will continu e to be ex pand­ 
ed ju st as ou r "defensiv e” military costs hav e 
increased throu gh the y ears u ntil today they eat 
u p more than half the national bu dget. 
No relief will be forthcoming u ntil the leaders 
of this nation hav e the cou rage to say enou gh is 
enou gh and seize ev ery opportu nity to scale 
down the military chess game with Ru ssia. 
The opportu nities will hav e to be seized with 
as mu ch zest as military adv isers ex hibit in 
promoting more spending for more arms and 
more equ ipment. 
We can appreciate the delicate position Presi­ 
dent Nix on finds himself in and sy mpathize 
with his concern for the secu rity of the nation. 
Additional secu rity , howev er, does not rest in 
more missiles 
Regardless of how many we 
hav e, a war can still start — accidentally o r on 
pu rpose. 
THE REAL HOPE for secu rity lies in reach­ 
ing accord with potential enemies. 
Mr. Nix on missed a golden opportu nity to Im­ 
prov e the climate for arms control t"'Vs by fol­ 
lowing u p the Senate’s lead and asking for a de- 
lav in the Sentinel project 
The only hope now to av oid a national co m­ 
mitment to another military spending ^pree is 
for Congress to get tou gh on appropriations. 


Sky-Skimmin g to Safety 


Shades of Bu ck Rogers- Wait u ntil y ou see 
he latest jet dev ice being readied for the Air 
rorce. 
Now on the drawing boards, it is schedu led 
or flight testing here in Ohio, at Wright-Patter- 
mn Air Force near Day ton. When the testing 
jegins, another rash of Unidentified Fly ing Ob­ 
ject reports is anticipated. For the new dev ice 
v ill hav e "that look.” 


THE DEVICE, which is the resu lt of the old 
idage that ‘necessity is the mother of inv en- 
ion,” is an air crew self-rescu e parawing. Its 
au rpose is to keep airmen from parachu ting 
nto enemv territory if their planes are disa- 
iled, as has happened often in the Vietnam 
Var. 
The “ V” ty pe parawing is located at the back 
>f the pilot’s seat. It has a jet engine which is 
gnited after the pilot has ejected from the disa- 
)led plane. 
The pilot then points himself toward friendly 


territory and flies away at speeds of from 8 5 to 
90 miles an hou r. After he arriv es ov er friendly 
lines or when he ru ns ou t of fu el, he jettisons 
the parawing and floats to earth on a para­ 
chu te 
The parawing is somewhat ov er 6 feet in 
length and 13 feet wide at the back. It folds into 
a compact package along with the jet engine. 
The total assembly weighs approx imately 600 
pou nds. 
Its center of grav ity control sy stem enables it 
to climb or descend and the wings can ev en be 
banked for tu rning. 


THE AIR FORCE believ es the dev ice can 
prev ent many airmen from being taken captiv e 
in enemy territory . Any thing that can prev ent 
ou r highly trained airmen from being captured 
and possibly being su bjected to tortu re like 
members of the Nav y ’s intelligence ship Pueblo 
is more than welcome. 
The parawing’s designers and its inv entor es­ 
pecially are deserv ing of high commendation. 


T h e Czech s Writh e, Squirm 


Czecho slo v akia is bo und and staked by the 
jv iet Unio n. But within the "ro pes” that re­ 
rain it there is ro o m fo r so me mo v ement. 
And Czecho slo v akia, thro ugh its peo ple, co n- 
nues to twist and turn and squirm in to rment 
ithin tho se bo nds, meanwhile, gnawing away , 
henev er po ssible, at the restraining decrees 
npo sed by the Russians. 
The widespread irritatio n o f the Czech peo ple 
irfaces in o ne fo rm o r ano ther fro m time to 
me. This past week it bro ke into the o pen 
gain as students staged a no isy but o rderly 
» mo nstratio n in pro test o f the So v iet-impo sed 
ecisio n to prev ent a Czecho slo v akian Co mmu- 
sst party delegatio n fro m attending the Yugo - 
av party co ngress in Belgrade. 


YUGOSLAVIA IS highly esteemed in Czecho - 
o v akia, in part fo r its steadfast suppo rt bo th 
» fo re and after the So v iet-led inv asio n o f 
eecho slo v akia last August. 
The students marched to the Yugo slav em- 
issy in Prague and sho uted their slo gans o f 
ippo rt fo r President Tito and hi« regime. They 
,an ted criticisms o f hard-line Czech leaders 
id the Russian o ccupatio n o f their co untry . 
Hie irritatio n o f the peo ple came o ut in o ther 


way s to o as they respo nded to the wo rds o f a 
po pular liberal writer and sent tho usands o f let­ 
ters to the Yugo slav Co mmunist party co ngress 
telling o f the feeling o f so lidarity they hav e 
with the Yugo slav s. 
Their resentment fo cused o n Leo nid I. Brezh­ 
nev , So v iet Co mmunist party chief, who is be­ 
liev ed to hav e o rdered the Czech party mem­ 
bers no t to attend the Yugo slav co ngress, as a 
punitiv e measure against Tito because Yugo sla­ 
v ia suppo rted Czecho slo v akia with respect to 
the So v iet inv asio n. 


ULTIMATELY RUSSIA will be co mpelled to 
attempt a co mplete subjugatio n o f the Czech 
peo ple o r pull o ut. Fo r unless tho se bo nds are 
pulled tighter, Czecho slo v akia is go ing to co n­ 
tinue to attempt to escape the ro pes that bind 
it. 


In the meantime, the Russians are ex perienc­ 
ing in return a chant which they enco 
' in 
many natio ns aro und the wo rld. But isic . o f 
"Yankee, Go Ho me” the chant being hea d in 
Czecho slo v akia to day is "Go Ho me, Iv an" — 
with the additio n o f a clev er little fo o tno te: 
"Hie Chinese Are There!" 
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VICT OR RIESEL 
Boston Mafia Probe Moves 


WASHINGTON — For the steak-eating Ma­ 
fiosi, Boston too long has been the home of the 
bean and the rod. Some 45 mu rders by inde­ 
pendent gangs certainly wou ld draw the "Feds” 
down on the area, gru mbled 
many Cosa Nostra dons and 
u nderbosses. So the enforcers 
were 
dispatched 
throu ghou t 
the coastal strip to end the 
nativ e gang wars. The mu r­ 
ders ended. 
Bu t it was too late. Secret­ 
ly , Attorney General Mitchell 
has ordered a Ju stice Dept, 
strike force to head for Bos­ 
ton 
to assau lt the Mafiosi 
rirtn, 
right across all of New England, from New 
York’s borders, throu gh Connecti u t, Rhode Is­ 
land, Massachu setts, and the v irgin territory of 
Maine. New Hampshire nnd Vermont. 
This newest of the strike forces (which are 
"a u niqu e concept of gov ernmental law enforce­ 
ment,” composed of men from the FBI, the In­ 
ternal Rev enu e Serv ice, sev eral div isions of the 
Ju stice Dept., the Labor Dept, and Cu stoms) 
now is going throu gh its orientation cou rse. 
When it’s fu lly briefed and coordinated, it will 
head for the Massachu setts capital u nder crack 
inv estigator Walter Barnes, one of the Ju stice 
D ept's Criminal Div ision’s 177 lawy ers. 


THIS IS A MGIITY meager complement for 
a federal force assigned to fight the 24 criminal 
sy ndicates which hav e a $50 billion annu al take 
(according to Mr. Mitchell). Bu t congressional 
po wer brokers constantly refu se to increase the 
$4 2 million bu dget prov ided for the 177 men, 
who daily mu st face not only the Cosa Nostra 
bu t all crime operations in the land. 
So the Boston squ ad, the nation’s eighth 
strike force, is small. Bu t it's precedent smash­ 
ing. 


This is the first time a strike force, designed 
to concentrate on a single major area, not only 
will attempt to crack the Cosa Nostra, bu t also 
will try to protect territory into which the Maf­ 
ia has not y et mov ed. And Maine. New Hamp­ 
shire and Vermont Is su ch territory . 
For the Mafia, with its v ast cash flowing 
back from its anony mou s accou nts in Swiss 
hanks, these states are classic open "m arkets” 
fo r mo b money . The area is wide open. There 
are v ast u noccu pied areas. There is a fantastic 
opportu nity for hotel, motel and resort bu ilding. 
In Cosa Nostra langu age, the boy s hav e been 
"casing the joint." 
The Boston squ ad will attempt what others 
hav e not — to contain the mob which already is 
distu rbing sou thern Maine, according to Ju stice 


Dept insiders 
THERE IS A New England Cosa Nostra, of 
cou rse. Some y ears ago, this u nit, a small 
"family ” of 100 Mafiosi, was identified by a 
Senate su bcommittee as the sy ndicate allegedly 
led by the 61-y ear-old, cigar smoking, alligator 
snoed, 5-foot-7 "u nknown” Ray Patriarca. His 
base is Prov idence, bu t from time to time he 
has slipped into New York for talks with dons 
ru nning Manhattan and Brookly n operations. 
On March 8 , 1968 . Patriarca was sentenced to 
fiv e y ears, after conv iction on charges of "con­ 
spiring to v iolate the Interstate Transportation 
in Aid of Racketeering statu te by u tilizing inter­ 
state commerce facilities with intent to control 
regional gambling by force and v iolence, inclu d­ 
ing mu rder.” 
Thou gh the New England sy ndicate nev er 
drew the notoriety which made the New York, 
New Jersey and Chicago mobs so flashy , it al­ 
way s has been big bu siness. It has reached into 
a string of u nions along the coast, bu t not o n 
the 
waterfront. 
Some su pposedly 
observ ant 
forces in New Hav en, Hartford and Prov idence, 
as well as Boston, will be su rprised and as red­ 
faced as a lo cal beet before it's all ov er. 


THERE’S ONE MORE dramatic angle to this 
still secretiv e Boston maneu v er, t marks the 
beginning of the linku p of strike forces which 
John Mitchell hopes, will cov er the East and 
Mississippi Midwest — and then the Far West. 
Bo sto n pegs the chain in the Northeast co r­ 
ner. This strike force will work with the oldest 
of the strike squads, the Bu ffalo, N.Y., grou p. 
Thus, the bo rder and Canadian Mafia o pera­ 
tio ns will be co v ered — and linked with the 
newer Detro it and Chicago strike headquarters. 
So uth o f Bo sto n, there are the fo rces in New 
York's Eastern District and Phildelphia. New­ 
ark's o peratio n is getting under way and not 
the least o f its fascinating pro bes is its strike 
fo rce inv estigatio n o f the Teamsters. 
Fro m Philadelphia, the strike forces leapfro g 
to the o ne in Miami. So o n this will be tied to 
the upco ming o peratio ns in New Orleans and 
Kansas City — fro m which St. Lou is and all o f 
Misso uri will be co v ered. The Kansas City 
mo v e will make the ninth strike force and the 
tenth will be in New Orleans. 
It’s slo w wo rk. Obv io usly , the wheels o f the 
J ustice Dept, grind slo wly because there’s no t 
eno ugh co ngressio nal grease. But Attorney Gen­ 
eral J o hn Mitchell say s that fighting organized 
crime is o ne o f his two prio rities. The o ther 
day , he said that "we are no w reorganizing and 
greatly strengthening.” 
But the questio n is: Ho w do y ou fight a $50 
billio n-a-y ear empire with "penny ante” appro ­ 
priatio ns?

Ev ery bo dy in Germany is against Ado lpli 
v o n Thadden. At least, that’s what ev ery bzdy 
say s. 
Vo n Thadden is the chairman o f the na’.o n * 
right-wing Natio nal Demo cratic Party (NPDi 
and is perhaps the mo st aggressiv e, the mo st 
co ntro v ersial man in Deutschland po lit cs. 
But the peo ple are no t impressed. They say 
he’s a new Nazi. 
Newspapers blantantly call the po litician 
"Herr Fuehrer." Po litical peers deno unce him 
as "grav ely dangero us." Peo ple o n the street 
make a big thing o f ho lding their no ses at the 
so und o f hi* name. 
Ev en the ruling German go v ernment jo ins 
the public o ppo sitio n. Ev er since Vo n rhad 
den and the NPD surfaced as a po litical mar­ 
riage (in 1964), German o fficialdo m has lo ud 
ly ho ped fo r a quick div o rce 
The natio nal repulsio n can be simply ex ­ 
plained. Vo n Thadden stands fo r day s go ne 
by : Schickelgruber and swastikas. 
Tall and natty , 48 -y ear-o ld Ado lph (Bubi) 
v on 
Thadden is, he say s, amused when he hears 
that Germans are s« co mpletely o ppo sed 
to h s 
po litical o utlo o k. 


IF SO, HE WONDERS alou d, his finger tap­ 
ping off a cigarette ash, how was he ev er elec­ 
ted to one of Germany ’s 11 state legislatu res' 
And how were his party peers v oted into six 
of the others? 
"So mebo dy ", he smirks, "must be v o ting for 
us so mewhere.” 
Howev er, he adds, he can u nderstand why 
nobody wants to admit it. Being for the NPD. 
he realizes, is not particu larly sty lish: "The 
newspapers and my political enemies hav « 
seen to this. They hav e conv inced the world 
that we are all a bu nch of ru thless fascists " 
"This,” say s Von Thadden. "is bloody non­ 
sense, of cou rse. We are conserv ativ e and na 
tionalistic, bu t we hav e no roots in brror 
politics ” 
It’s tru e, he admits, that the NPD central 
committee has 10 members (of 30» who ar<‘ 
ex Nazis. Bu t a 83 per cent slice of the past, 
he insists, "is common on any lev el of G .r 
man au thority today ." 
It’s a fact he fou ght for the Nazis him 
As an artillery man. He say s. "Ev erv bodv d’d 
then ” Bu t he swears he was nev er a member 
of the party , and "I nev er had anv admiration 
for Hitler." 
"The NPD is not a relic of 1940," Von Thnd- 
den claims "It’s only that my opponents hav e 
u sed this libel in an attempt to ru in me Thrv 
know what Nazi slander can still do in Ger­ 
many . Thev u se these lies becau se thev hav e 
no other wav to fight m e . They know fu ll well 
the NPD is no more Nazi than any other po 
litical party .

"Now,” he say s, "they are stirring anew.”
